New York, September %6.—An Italian of 
huge proportions with swarthy face and a 
bright-colored bandanna handkerchief around 
his neck, created a wild scene in Washington 
Square park today when he tossed his hat- in 
the air and, drawing a big revolver from pis 
pocket, began to shoot the headpiece full of 
holes. The park was filled with loungers 
at the time and the sight of the brigand-like 
figure with blazing weapon in his hand. 
sent them scurrying in every direction. The 
man paid not the slightest attention to hfs 
surrounding, however, and when the © hat, 
riddled with bullets, had fallen to the ground 
he calmly tossed it in ‘the air again and re- 
newed the fusilade. 

The gun had. twice been emptied, when two 
policemen, attracted by the shooting, rushed 
to the park. When the Italian aaw the offi- 
cers “he darted. like a deer, bounding o 
fences and other obstructions with an agility 
that soon left his, pursuers far in the rear. 
He was Tinally captured by policerien who 
had cireled around. ‘park. He put up the. 
hardest kind of a t before he was ar- 
rested. He waée-sent to tiie psychopatic ward 
of Bellevug hospital in a straightjacket, No 
one was injured by any of the shots fired by 
the madman.

The Diamond Capital. 


These mines lie right close to Kimbert- 
ley. They form a necklace around ft, 
and that, one of the most valuable 
necklaces on earth. The necklace is 
decorated anew everv year with $25.- 
000.000 worth of brilliants. which are 
taken from these mines. They are al- 
lowed to blaze away for a few months 
under the African sun, and afe then 
shipped off to dazzle the drawing rooms 
of all parts of the globe. 

The town is a strangs one to be tne 
eapital of such wealth. It has no pa'- 
aces nor skyscrapers, and, like the 
Jewels of Portia, its treasures are kept 
in caskets of lead. The offices of the 
diamond trust themselves are no beiter 
than many a 6x9 factory in the United 
States, and a few thousand dollars 
would equal the cost of any building 
fnside the town. The most of the 
houses are bungalows of brick, roofed 
With galvanized iron. They all have6 
wide porches about them, and mary 
have gardens fliled with beautiful flow- 
ers. The city has wide streets and 
amusements grounds. It has a theater, 
erurches and hotels. Its stores are 
large and its business is good. The 
city Is lighted by electricity, and It 
has all the modern improvements. ‘Tne 
Water comes from the Vaal river, which 
is seventeen miles away. 

A Bird’s-Eye View of the Mines. 


Ail of the mines are within a rifie 
@hot of the center of Kimberley. ir 
we climb to the top of the higher 
Duildings we may see the skeletons of 
the washing machines on every side 
and between them the vast weathering 
floors where the precious earth con- 
taining the brilliants is allowed to lay 
and melt. Moving to them. from tne 
mines, are great lines of what, in tne 
distance, seem to be ants They are 
marching in single file and are racing 
With one another Aas they pass to and 
fro. Now take your giass and you 
will see that each ant is a steel car 
filled with dia@wmondferous earta, ana 
that it is flying along under a wire ca- 
ble from the mines to-ethe fields. ‘nese 
fields are called floors. Every mine has 
its own floor. and in every direction 
yeu can see the cars moving. ine 
Diack pygmies who are handiing tne 
Cars are the natives and the white 
Ones on the outside are the guards to 
Bee that the blacks do noi steal as 
they work. 

Now turn your giass again to tne 
mines. About each is a mignty pit dug 
out of the earth. That is the open- 
ing of the mine. the wide basin, where 
the earth has been cut away untu tne 
gZreat rock pipe. which contains tne 
biue clay and the diamonds, is founda. 

Pipes of Diamonds. 

Until these Kimberiey mines 
d.sacovered, all the diamonds found 
were picked up out of gravel which tay 
On or near the surface of the earth. 
The Indian diamonds, among whicn 
were the Kohinowr, the Great Mogul, 
he Regent and the Orloff. came from 
aliuvial washings composed of a mix- 
ture of broken sandstone, quartz, jas- 
par, flint and granite. The deposit was 
about twenty feet thick and was cov- 
ered by a few feet of black cotton soll. 
lt lay near the bed of a river in tin- 
dia not far from Golconda, which was 
the ohief city to which the diamonds 
were takerm and sold ‘Lhe diamonds 
of Brazil? were first discovered in 1/28. 
They were found in deposits of clay, 
quartz. pembles and sang, buried unarr 
about thirty feet of other earth. hey 
lay along the banks of rivers and in 
@e few cases were imbedded in sanda- 
Btone. It was the same with tne daia- 
monds of Borneo, of British (Fuina, 
Australia and California, and also of 
those which were first discovered along 
the Vaal river near here in Soutn 
Africa.

He kept on dig- 
ging, and the result was the Dutoits- 
pan mine. which has proved one of the 
richest diamond. pipes ever found. 
About the same time other claims were 
taken up and developed, and as a re- 
sult came the five great mines which 
now form the basis of 
syndicate.

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INTERVIEWED

In a special interview published in 
The British Weekly, Dr. Brough- 
ton, now in Engiand, inter- 
esting things. The 
follows: ; 

Friends who have 
Broughton since he arrived in London, 
have found him deeply occupied with 
the question of mind-healing and the 
duty of the churches with regard to it. 
Dr..-Broughton was trained as a phy- 
sician: and his important institutional! 
church in Atlanta, Ga., has a hospital! 
associated with it, where many patients 
are received. Dr. Broughton, it need 
nardliy be stated, is firmly oposed to 
(hristian Science, and believes that its 
influence is Wholly mischievous. The 
entire system is built upon falehood. 
The reality of sin is ignored, and the 
votaries of Christian Science make a 
new (Christ. At the same time, Dr. 
Broughton believes that a great heal- 
ing ministry must be undertaken by 
the churches in the future. 

Tn a talk on Friday morning with a 
represetative at Westminster chapel, 
Dr. Broughton remarked: “I am very 
much interested inthe advance that has 
heen made among our orthodox church- 
es in the directiom of what the scien- 
tist calls psychotherapy. Without 2 
doubt there is too much divorcement 
hetween religion and health. (Good re- 
ligion ought to aid mightily good 
health. If the church had been prop- 
erly careful about such matters, there 
would never have been any Christian 
Science vagaries to deal with.”’ 


P Nervous 


“ti ndoubtedly,”’ added Dr. Broughton, 
“the mind has much to do with the 
body in the production of disease. I 
have found this to be true in a sur- 
prising sense, as I have observed a 
certain kind of nervous disease in our 
congregation and hospital. I have found 
that many a nervous breakdown, per- 
haps a majority of them, has been due 
to anormal emotions, such as fretting, 
worrving, jealousy and malice. These 
emotions, constantly kept in a state of 
excitement. lie behind and beneath the 
vast majority of the cases of nervous 
prostration that I have observed. I 
have béen seeing this for a long time. 
My training as a physician has natur- 
ally given me an interest in the phys- 
fecal man that I otherwise would not 
have had. and I have been on the con- 
stant lookout for some satisfactory 
cause for the vast majority of such 
conditions as I have mentioned, and 1 
have found what I stated to be the 
underlying cause in most instances. 

“It is a fact that the dominance of 
these frightful emotions produces struc- 
turdl “changes, as, for example, when 
malice dominates for an: length of 
time. there is a change in the nervous 
and blood supply, and also in the 
chemical elements. It is now estab- 
lished that certain pOisonous eleménts 
are found under. such circumstances, 
which attack the nervous system most 
seriously, and just as this is true with 
malice, it is true with other mal-emo- 
tions.”’ 

“Then, what can the Christian minis- 
ter ‘do in treating such cases? 

“té stands to reason that if this be 
true; ff the dominance of such emo- 
tione brings about such sad results as 
we Bre constantiy seeing. the need, 
above all things, is to treat the emo- 
tiong and not the body. If the body 
has broken down and needs assistance 
medicine has to be associated with the 
treatment of the emotions. The thing 
to be accomplished is to stop the pe- 
culiar kind of emotion that is produc- 
ing ‘the sad results. If it be fretting 
and wory, it must be stopped. If it be 
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malice or jealousy or anything of the 
kind, it must be stopped. And if can 

hardly be stopped by simply saving the 

word; in sQme cases it may, where ‘it 

has not gone verv far: but in most 

cases this is absolutely impossible: it 

has to be done through a change ot 71 
mental conditions, by a process of sue- 

gestion. and, when necessary, with 

remedia] assistance. 

“But you ask, ‘What has this to @o 
with religion” It has everything to 
do with it. If Jesus Christ undertook 
to do anything by His death On the 
cross and by the operation of His 
Spirit, He undertook to give strength 
and power to overcome such emotions 
as I have described; He undertook to 
give peace for fretting, worry, malice, 
jealousy and the like. There is n? 
question in my mind about that: and 
when this is done, when the mind is re- 
lieved at this point, the fountain from 
which originates the disease is removed 

“What we want,’ resumed Dr. 
Broughton, “is not some new-formen 
Christ, robbed of His essential deity 
and the characteristics coming out of 
this. but we want a broader application 
o* His field of operation. This He can 
only have by the surrender of the will 
to Htm. The suggestion needed most 
is one concerning Christ’s “power and 
willingness to straighten out the emo- 
tions which will give nature a chanree. 
The trouble with this form of teaching 
has heen its tangentialism: it has heen 
too easy to go off at various tangents. 
It has run off into all sorts of sense- 
less vagaries, while at the same time 
ir has held on to much that is good. 
The healing that these cults have done 
psychic without the 
direct aid of medicine or religion, save 
as they have endeavored to make @ 
religion out of the healing.”

“How do vou propose 
your ideas in practice?” 

“What we now propose to work 
in the movement, if such it can ve 
called.” said Dr. Broughton, “is, that 
medicine. with ite various agencies, 
psychology and religion shall be com- 
bined. Religion, the pure and simple 
religion of our fathers, must be the 
foundation of it all. The future work 
of the church is going to be in part in 
this direction.

. Barriers and Fell 36 Feet. 
People Fearfally 
Manglied. 


Berlin, September 26.—Twenty  per- 
sons Were killed and nineteen seriously 
injured as the resuit of a terrific col- 
lision on the elevated railway in the 
center of Berlin this afternoon. None 
of the injured are believed to be in a 
hopeless condition. 

Two trains traveling in the same di- 
rection, on’ different branches leading 
to the main road, came together at the 
Switch, one of the drivers mistaking 
the signals. They were moving at a 
high rate of speed at the time ang the 
shock was tremendous. Two cars of 
one of the trains’ were derailed and 
one of these broke through the bar- 
riers and fell ‘thirty-six feet to the 
Street below. The second car was saved 
from a smilar fate in consequence of 
the coupling breaking. 

The car in ‘falling turned over. It 
Was crowded and the occupants were 
killed or injured without exception. 
Some of them were crushea to death, 
others had their limbs torn off and 
many were terribly cut by. glass. Both 
the driver and his assistant were killed 
outright. 

A panic ensued among those in the 
partially wrecked cars on the elevated 
structure, and, to add to the horror, 
several of the passengers alighted from 
the cars, and, stumbling on the rails. 
were electrocuted. Sixteen of the dead 
who have been identified were all resi- 
dénts of Berlin. Four of the dead are 
unknown, but papers’ found on their 
bodies show that they were Germans. 
The driver of the second train has been 
Placed under arrest.

DRIVEN 10 SUICIDE 
BY INTENSE GRICE 


Mother and Son Enter Into 
Death Pact 


CAUSED BY DEATH OF GIRL 


Miss Ella Soden Dies and Her 
Mother and Brether Grieve 8o 
Intensely That They Kill 
Themselves—Pathetio

New York, September 26.—-The bodies 
0 fElla and kKxiwin Soden, and of their 
mother, Mary Soden, were found in 
thetr apartment at No .258 Green ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, today, the mother and 
son evidently having committed sui- 
cide together in their grief over the 
death from apparentiy natural causes, 
oOo: Miss Elia Soden. 

The body of th@latter was dressed jn 
white, and apparently laid out for burial, 
but it lay in a pool of blood; while the 
bodies of her brother and mother were 
found in an inner room on a bed to- 
gether with the bed clothes pulled over 
heads. A strong odor of ehloro- 
form pervaded the room. . 

A search disclosed a revolver. lead- 
ing to the belief that the young woman 
had been shot, but it was fully loaded, 
and an examination then seemed to 
show thai she had _ bied_ profusely 
through the mouth, apparently from a 
hemorrhage of the lungs. 

By the bed on which lay fhe bodies 
of mother and son there were three 
dottles which evidently had contained a 
mixture of chloroform and whisky. Co- 
pious draughts having failed to kil 
them, they had apparently saturated 
the bed covering with the drug and 
then smothered themselves under ft. 

A letter written by Edwin left no 
deubt as to a double sutcide plot be- 
tween him and his mother. It was ad- 
dressed to bore no date and 
was as follows: 

“My sister Ella, the bes;
